A roport roachos us th's morn-

Naturally, with overwholming 
odds against thom, the guards 
eventually wore overpoWwored, and 
had to surrender. The launch was 
nearly immodiotely afterwards 
obsorved to proceed under horown 
steamer down'to Whampoa.

Tho polica hero have recoived 
a report from Namtao, juat ovot

Tt was stated that during thoir 
occupation of Numtao, tho Chan 
trooga had made themselves ox- 
tromoly obnoxious .to tho in- 
habitants by their undisciplined 
mannors, with the consequ- 
enco that tho latter roso up 
in arms and combined with tho 
Cunton troops when tho town 
was entered by thu = anti 
Chan forces. When four of Chan's 
men attempted to oscapo ovor tho 
border by going abourd the ferry, 
they wore pursued by four of .the 
town's inhabitanta, Thoso lattor 
wero but young boys, armod with 
nothing moro formidable this 
bamboo poles, but to such good 
purpose did they ply these 
weapons that (ho soldiora gavo in. 
In tho report received’ by tho 
police, it was stated that the 
recaptured men woro taken back’ 
to military headquartors and shot 
tho following morning.

His 
obsorvations will, wo imagino, 
find roady approval and support 
from all who havo stoppod to 
ponder ovor tho torrible harm 
done by the impropor uso . of 
drugs. But the men who make 
a living by proying on tho public 
in this way do not givo'a mo- 
mont’s heed to this aspooct of tho 
matter; all thoy aro animated 
by is grocd—tho desiro to. got 
rich, no matter what tho con- 
soqguonces ba to other pooplo, 
Unhappily, out hore in tho East 
wo know all too woll tho activitios 
of scamps of this type. Tho 
traffic in illiot opium, horoin, 
cocaino and other drugs is a 
most oxtonsive ‘one, and _ ite 
ramifications aro so groat that 
only ‘a titho of the smuggled 
drugs can be tracod, whilst in 
most instances, ovon whoro 
soizures aro mado, tho plot- 
ting individuals who lio woll 
in tho background aro seldom 
brought to juatioo. It. is tho 
samo with tho trafiic in arms, 
tho banoful influonces' of which 
are far more felt in tho Far East 
than in any othor part of the 
world. Both thoso ovils aro 
oxtromely diffloult to cope with, 
but it is sntisfactory tofoel that 
tho Powors aro doing thoir ut- 
most to combat them by con- 
cortod action. .
